But there is always a difference between

If this be ſo, for God-ſake, Gentlemen. 
on either hand let us ſtart at no Ditficulties 
for the ſake of them; let us not embarraſs 
a Treaty of ſuch Conſequence,with Cluuds 
of meer Poſfibilities———1f there are vifi- 
ble Dangers, let them be made vilible to 
the World, that other Men may judge of 
them; let them be made viſible to the 
Parliameuts of both Kingdoms now ap+ 
proaching, that they may be again 
made inviſible by being remov'd,. the 
Gap or Defe in the Treaty be ſupplied, 
and all the Preliminaries of Safety be intro- 
duced ; that we may not loſe the thing, be- 
cauſe it was not perfeQ, if ibat be ſuggeſted, 
but that it may be made perfe&, and then 
be concluded to the univerſal Joy and equal 
Advantage of both Kiogdoms,
